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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


1991 was a year of significant progress for the Town. Many of our long term 
projects were completed. We realize that we expanded the projects over what we 
discussed at Town Meeting. 


The following is an explanation: 


Main Street Sidewalk Project: We originally planned in conjunction with 
Merrimack County Telephone, to install curbing and a brick sidewalk from 
Depot St. to Mill St. After Town Meeting, the telephone company decided to 
continue their underground conduit project to the CAP building. The additional 
cost of this extension was primarily borne by the telephone company. The 
Town's total cost was under what was appropriated at the Town Meeting by 
$300.00. The section of the sidewalk directly in front of the telephone company 
was paid for by the telephone company. The brick in front of Perkins Hardware 
and the Perkins’ residence was paid for by the Perkins. Brackett Scheffy and 
Sugar River Savings Bank paid for the curbing and sidewalk in front of their 
respective properties. 


Town Hall Project: The cost associated with the moving of the tree, 
installation of the fountain and the brick around the fountain were paid for by 
the Women's Club, donations to the Warner Beautification Fund and by donated 
equipment and labor by Weaver Bros. Construction and Pellettieri Associates. 
The Town Highway Department labor came out of the Highway Budget. 


Kearsarge Street Project: We were successful in combining the Kearsarge 
Street Drainage Project with the Precinct sewer and water line replacement 
project and accomplishing both projects at the same time. This involved the help 
and cooperation of the State Highway Department as well as Town and Precinct 
officials. The total out of pocket cost to the Town was $15,600.00. 


Handicap Access Drive-Town Hall: The Handicap access drive at the Town 
Hall was constructed last fall by the Highway Department. The cost of the 
drainage work, gravel and site work came out of the Town Hall Handicap 
Access line item in last year's budget. Brackett Scheffy paid for the paving. 


1992 Plans: For 1992, we are requesting funds to correct the drainage 
problems on Main Street from Kearsarge Insurance Agency to the far side of 
School Street. This project will be done in conjunction with the State Highway 
Department. The Town will be responsible for the curbing, sidewalk and some 
reshaping of the parking spaces. The State will do the drainage. At the 
conclusion of this project, all of Main Street will be repaved. 


Tax Billing: With the Tax bills this year we included a survey form asking 
your opinion on going to twice-a-year tax billing. The response was good with 
587 responses. 435 responses were in favor of twice-a-year billing with 139 
wanting to retain the once-per-year system. Balance of responses had no 
preference. Based on this result, it is our intention to go to twice-a-year billing in 
the Spring of 1993. 


1991 also brought big changes in the Selectmen's Office. We would like to 
welcome Mary Cobb and Betty Anderson and to thank all of you for your 
patience during the transition. We also want to express our great sorrow over

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BUDGET COMMITTEE 


The Budget Committee met this year 10 separate nights for approximately 30 
hours. Not only did we listen to budget proposals from the Board of Selectmen, 
department heads and agency representatives, but asked many questions. 


The Board of Selectmen made us aware that the number of families receiving 
financial assistance from the town has greatly increased, that the Tax Collector 
has approximately the same percentage of her property tax warrant paid as in 
prior years but redemption payments on back taxes are coming in slower and 
that the Town Officials and employees are once more not being compensated 
adequately for their dedicated loyalty. 


The Planning Board, through their Capital Improvement Program, made us 
aware of the needs, desires and wishes of the various departments for the next 
six years. Some of these projects will be through borrowing and others will be 
paid by that year's taxes. 


Decisions that have been made were not done hastily or without a great deal 
of thought and many discussions. We feel that the decisions made are good ones 
for both the present and the future of the town.

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WARNER FIRE DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 1991 


This was another good year for the Fire Department as we had only two fires 
that resulted in major loss of property. Smoke alarms and fire prevention are 
working very well to minimize damage to life and property. One point I would 
like to make is that when smoke alarms are tested that a smoke test be done as 
well as using the test button on the detector. We have had a few cases when the 
detector passed the test with the button but did not work in actual smoke 
condition. If everyone continues to do a good job in cleaning chimneys and fire 
prevention it makes our job much easier. 


We have a new training schedule set up for the year 1992 which includes 18 
planned dates and some more will be added as necessary. As a result you will 
see more of the Fire Department around the area in training. This training is 
very necessary to maintain skills that pay off a lot in a real emergency. 


The project started with the Rescue for the De-Fib machine is complete. The 
unit has been purchased and is now in service on the Rescue Unit. There are 
seven members trained in its operation and more in training. Also we have two 
members who took extra training to become EMT-I rating which is a step up 
from the regular EMT rating. This enables the Rescue Squad to do much more 
for the comfort of the Patient while waiting for the ambulance. 


We are asking for $27,500 dollars in the budget to add more space to the 
current Fire Station. This money is for materials only and all labor to build the 
addition will be supplied at no charge to the town. An addition of this size if 
done by contract could cost as much as $98,000 or more. This extra space is much 
needed and should serve the Fire Department for 15 years or more depending 
on the growth of the Town. 


New members for the year are Calvin Rogers and Warren Lapham for the 
Fire Department and Russell Nolan on the Rescue Company. 


As always, Thank You to the Highway Crew, Police Department, and 
Selectmen for their support and help to the Fire Department. Without good 
cooperation between all departments the job would be much more difficult. 
Thank You to all who donated time or money to the department. This helps a 
great deal and allows us to keep up with the times and keep the budget increase 
to a minimum.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


1991 was a very dry and busy year for the New Hampshire Forest Fire 
Service as well as local fire departments due to our increase in the number of 
fires. The three major causes of fires in 1991 were non-permit, children started 
and smoking materials. 450 wildland fires in New Hampshire burned 
approximately 150 acres for an average fire size of one-third acre. 


Primarily, the local fire department is responsible for extinguishing these 
fires. Keeping the average fire size this small is a tribute to early detection by 
citizens, our fire tower lookout system and the quick response of our trained 
local fire departments. 


In every municipality, there is a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy 
Wardens that are responsible for directing suppression action on wildland fires, 
working with other fire department personnel under the direction of the NH 
Forest Fire Service to make sure that all fire department personnel are properly 
trained and equipped for suppressing wildland fires. Forest Fire Wardens and 
Deputy Wardens receive specialized training each year, presented by the NH 
Forest Fire Service, to keep their skill level and knowledge of forest fire laws up 
to date. 


The local Warden and selected Deputy Wardens are also responsible for 
issuing burning permits for any open burning that is to be done in their 
community. In New Hampshire, any open burning, except when the ground is 
completely covered with snow, requires a written fire permit prior to lighting 
the fire. Before doing any open burning, it is recommended that you contact 
your local fire department to see if a permit is required and to save your 
community the cost of sending fire equipment on a false alarm. Any person 
violating the permit law (RSA 224:27) may be found guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Please help your local Warden and fire department by requesting a fire 
permit before kindling a fire, be understanding if they tell you it is not a safe day 
to burn and help keep New Hampshire green!! Thank you for being fire safe.

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WARNER POLICE DEPARTMENT 


1991 was the year that the Warner Police Department put training and 
experience to work and moved forward from a department of all part-time 
officers, to our first full-time officer. The objective is to, through the use of a full- 
time officer, better serve the needs of the community. 


Criminal activity for the year 1991 was high, but so was the solve rate. 
Training was put to use and resulted in resolution of many of the criminal cases 
that the Warner Police Department found itself investigating. From the clearing 
of all five juvenile sexual assault cases, to the arrests of criminals involved in 
house burglaries, to the arrest of a double homicide suspect, the Warner Police 
Department became pro-active in criminal investigations that resulted in a better 
than 57% solve rate for major criminal case investigations. 


The Warner Police Department continued with its dedication to the youth in 
the Town of Warner by the use of the Diversionary Program started in 1990. The 
Diversionary Program offers to first time offenders a community service 
program, to redirect their interests, and thereby hopefully eliminate the need for 
formal court action and the resulting recording of juvenile records for these 
individuals. For 1991, there was in excess of 600 hours of community service 
projects completed through this program. This represents a chance for these 
youthful offenders to give something back to their community as well as a 
chance for the community to hopefully give some direction to our future 
citizens. 


In general the year 1991 was a transition year for the the Warner Police 
Department. A year that we moved from a part-time department, a year that we 
moved from a department that recorded activity to a department that began to 
resolve criminal activity, a year that we continued to help the youth of the 
community, our citizens of the future. 


The Warner Police Department would like to thank both the departments and 
personnel, both within the Town and outside the Town that assisted us 
throughout the year. Without their help we would not have been able to perform 
our duties and get the job done.

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ANNUAL PILLSBURY FREE LIBRARY REPORT 


This has been a year of celebration and reflection for the library. We have 
been celebrating the 100th anniversary of the dedication of Pillsbury Free 
Library which took place in October of 1891. This past December we held our 
first Holiday Open House, in conjunction with the Historical Society, and all 
enjoyed the entertainment, refreshments, and decorations of the season. An 
original adaptation of The Christmas Carol, produced by the New London Barn 
Players, had a very successful three-performance run which directly benefited 
the library's Building Fund campaign. We have also begun publishing a 
newsletter to keep residents informed of the many changes and "goings-on" 
within the library. 


The year has also been one of reflection. The trustees and Building Committee 
have carefully scrutinized the library addition building designs and have made a 
number of changes. We have listened to residents' concerns and comments and 
have kept them foremost in our minds as we reviewed the plans. The February 
newsletter has outlined in detail the proposed library addition. Representatives 
from the library will come before the town again in March with a warrant article 
requesting a bond for additional funding. All of us are very much aware of the 
present economic climate and are acutely aware of people's concerns regarding 
their taxes. Please remember that if this bond article passes, the payments will be 
spread out over many years. In addition, we have been advised over and over 
that the building costs and labor will never be lower due to the economy. 


Finally, it is important to remember that this addition is needed to alleviate 
major space constraints and expand services. Equally as important, we must 
comply with federal standards for handicapped accessibility and meet fire code 
regulations.

One hundred years ago, on February 6, 1892, the Pillsbury Free Library first 
opened its doors for business. At that time there were 4,300 books, 25 magazine 
subscriptions, and by the end of the year there were 562 borrowers. No one 
under the age of 12 was allowed to borrow books. 


The library now contains 13,964 books, 73 magazine subscriptions, about 800 
records and cassettes, 27 videos, 138 filmstrip sets, 64 microfilm reels (and a 
viewer), a film projector, filmstrip projector, a copier, a computer, and a very 
active children's room. 


This year we added 209 new borrowers and lost 100, bringing the number of 
registered borrowers to 1,576. A total of 869 books were added, and 565 
discarded or lost. To cope with space problems, many of the titles added were in 
paperback form. We made dramatic progress with our video collection thanks to 
generous donations of 19 cassettes, and the purchase of six titles. Four audio 
book titles were purchased, and many borrowed from other libraries. Total 
books and cassettes borrowed from other libraries: 243. Lent to other libraries: 
104. Items delivered to the homebound: 30. People signed up for Talking Book 
Service: 3. 


In addition to the 111 children's programs held in the library, catering to a 
total of 1,252 people, we held several very well attended family and adult 
programs, bringing 57 people to a Reception for 17 "Warner Authors and 
Illustrators" in April, over 50 people to a special performance (at Simonds 
School) by Talesman Odds Bodkin, and an estimated 150 people to a Christmas 
open house with storytelling by Jim Harriman. 


The library is very grateful to the many volunteers who have donated over 
220 hours of general help this year, and all those who made donations for book 
and bake sales and the production of Dickens' Christmas Carol, for which we are 
very thankful. We also became involved in the Police Department's diversionary 
program, providing a total of 87 hours supervised community service work for 
three youths, to the mutual benefit of all concerned.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Working with the State Highway crew putting in a larger drainage system in 
Main Street was the first step in what turned out to be a busy summer. 


After completion of the drainage system the Merrimack County Telephone 
conduit sidewalk project started. 


With the help of the Telephone Company, Weaver Brothers Construction and 
Pellettieri Associates we were able to complete the sidewalk from the Telephone 
company to the CAP building. This was about 400 feet more than originally 
planned. During this construction the intersections of Mill Street and Depot 
Street were reconstructed. 


The fountain was moved from Depot Street intersection, set on the Town Hall 
lawn and put in working order. 


The big spruce was taken from the front of the Town Hall and set to its side 
as it blocked the front of the building. 


By combining the Warner Village Sewer grant money with the Kearsarge 
Street drainage project, we were able to complete the project. By doing this we 
saved thousands of dollars and the several years the job would have taken. 


Without the cooperation of the Warner Village Water Commissioners and 
Weaver Bros. Construction Company it would have been impossible to do this 
whole project. 


Approximately 2,000 feet of Newmarket Road was reconstructed and more is 
planned for this coming season. 


The Hilferty subdivision Brook Meadow Road was accepted after a public 
hearing and the Corner Stone Bank completed the Bean Road, part of the FDN 
subdivision. 


We received many donations for the Warner Beautification Project. These 
varied from trees to labor, cash and three complete sections of sidewalks. 


I thank everyone who donated or helped, the list being too long to print. 


I would also like to thank the public for being so understanding when we 
had so much of the downtown area under construction.

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TRUSTEES OF TOWN CEMETERIES 


The Trustees of the town cemeteries are responsible for maintenance, repairs, 
and improvements of 30 cemeteries scattered throughout the town. There are 
very visible ones such as New Waterloo, Davisville and Tory Hill and there are 
those rarely seen such as Hoyt, Sanborn and Page. Some of these receive very 
little care while others are maintained regularly. The money we receive from 
perpetual care trusts can only be used for the upkeep of lots on which these 
trusts have been purchased. The majority of the money received from taxation is 
used to do minimal care on non-perpetual care lots. They are mowed by the 
American Legion in the spring and, if money is available, by the custodian in 
the fall. This leaves us with few funds to make improvements and needed 
repairs. The Trustees have tried to focus their efforts on one cemetery each year, 
but with such a large number of cemeteries in our care we are not able to keep 
up with the work. A number of you volunteered to help last year. Unfortunately, 
we were not able to schedule a major work day last year but plan to for this 
spring. There will be a sign-up poster at Town Meeting and a work meeting 
scheduled to coordinate tasks. 


We would like to thank the Darling family, Valerie Dowling, Susan 
Dabuliewicz, Michelle and Eileen Cavallaro for beginning the recording of 
epitaphs and stone carvers in the Lower Warner, Coal Hearth, Old Waterloo and 
Parade Ground cemeteries. Corey Nunn spent a lot of time trimming and 
cleaning around the Coal Hearth cemetery. Alan Piroso was hired to brush hog 
the Parade Ground cemetery, which we try to do every few years. Gerry Courser 
mowed the outer field in the New Waterloo cemetery. 


Warner is fortunate that cemetery records have been organized for each 
separate cemetery under an alphabetical and lot index. This work was initiated 
by Mrs. Charlotte Holden in the late 1960's and continued by her sister, Mrs. 
Helen Hartman. Unfortunately, the material was lost. Roxana Smith spent five 
years compiling these valuable records with the assistance of Orton F. Hill, Edith 
Mimanugh, Harold Dow, and Dean Smith. As a next step, Sandy Manning has 
offered to create a master index of all the cemetery records. 


The Warner Historical Society sponsored a walking tour to the Page 
Cemetery this past fall. 


The American Legion spent a great deal of time working on the cemeteries 
and putting out flags for Memorial Day and it is thanks to their yearly efforts the 
cemeteries are in such good order to be maintained for the rest of the year. 


We would also like to thank Jan Doughty, as custodian, for another year of 
work well done.

The Town of Warner is fortunate to have so many dedicated volunteers who 
put in countless hours of work at the Recycling Station. I would like to take this 
opportunity to thank them for all their efforts on our behalf. 


The Town applied for $7,500.00 from the Governor's Recycling Grant 
Program but due to the numerous first time requests, ours being a second time 
request, was denied due to lack of funds. 


The Household Hazardous Waste Collection was held at Henniker this year 
with six participants. Last year it was held in Warner with a participation of 46 
individuals. We have asked to be the host Town for the next collection. 


The following statistics are of the materials taken out of the waste stream: 


Metal 53.0 tons 

Cardboard and newspaper 90.9 tons 

Aluminum cans and foil 4.2 tons 

Steel cans 9.9 tons 

Plastics 7.5 tons 

Glass 37.0 tons (approximate weight) 
Total 202.5 tons 


From the sale of materials and coupons the Transfer Station received 
approximately $7,000.00. By recycling the 202.5 tons we have saved $7,492.00 in 
tipping fees and $1,969.00 in transportation costs. This coupled with revenues, 
gave a total saving of $17,277.00 to the Town. This year tipping fees will be 
$38.45, up $1.00 per ton, and trucking fees have gone up slightly. 


991.74 tons were sent to the incinerator this year which was 16.74 tons over 
the 975 quote we had set. One thousand tons is the quote set for the coming year. 
We all have to work hard to keep on target. 


We look forward to working with you this coming year.

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THE WARNER CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Warner Conservation Commission had a busy and productive year in 
1991. Two exciting land protection projects occurred. The first is the ownership 
by the Town of land formerly known as Carriage Trail Acres. The area is easterly 
and westerly of Interstate 89 and borders North Road to the Sutton Town line. 
The land has great potential for some controlled development, recreation and 
forest management. The future land uses are being considered by a committee 
appointed by the Selectmen. 


The second exciting development was the dedication of the new Ashedon 
State Forest in the Mink Hills. The Forest covers 163 acres of land and includes 
the protection of valuable wetlands. The land has been donated to the state by 
Mrs. Katherine Brown. The Conservation Commission wishes to take this 
opportunity, on behalf of Warner Residents, to thank Mrs. Brown for her 
generosity and love for the land. 


The Commission continued its responsibility to review several dredge and fill 
applications. The Commission works with landowners and the New Hampshire 
Wetlands Board to address environmental and conservation concerns when they 
are raised in dredge and fill application. 


Commission member Stephanie D'Agostino is presently in the final phase of 
her partial Wetlands Inventory of Warner. The inventory is part of her Master's 
Degree project at Antioch School of Environmental Studies. Stephanie is 
providing Warner with a service that many towns have to obtain through 
consultants at significant cost. 


The Commission has established a program of quarterly lectures. The 
subjects include conservation, environment and land use issues. The first lecture 
in July was presented by Charles Nielbling, the Director of the New Hampshire 
Timbermen's Association. The subject was "Forest Land Use, Logging and Tree 
Farming." Our second guest speaker was Jeffrey Taylor, Director of the Office of 
New Hampshire State Planning. He spoke on "Open Space and Cluster 
Development." The lectures were well attended and enthusiastically received. 
We look forward to more of the same in 1992. 


The Commission continued to work with the Kearsarge-Ragged-Sunapee 
Greenway Coalition. Peter Sabin of the Warner Historical Society has been 
representing Warner at these meetings. We expect to continue to participate in 
this project. 


The Commission meetings are held on the first Wednesday of every month at 
7:30 PM in the Town Hall. Everybody is welcome to attend and express their 
interests and concerns.

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WARNER PARKS AND RECREATION COMMISSION 


Warner Parks and Recreation experienced another year of growth in 1991. A 
new ball field was built at Riverside Park, and with a few more volunteer hours 
spent raking, seeding, and setting bases, the field will be completed. A new 
parking lot was built, also at Riverside Park. This makes three fields available for 
Parks and Recreation use: Ela Field, which is closest to North Village Road, Cobb 
Field, and Dalton Field, the newest one. 


Special thanks go to Weaver Bros. Construction for donating the labor and 
equipment and hauling gravel, to Fred Courser, who donated the gravel, and to 
the Town Crew and all the volunteers for their hard work on this project. 


The soccer program continues to grow. The number of teams caused an acute 
shortage of playing fields this year. This has led us to look for area for new 
fields. Clark's Interval on Rte. 103 was acquired for the development of two new 
soccer fields. This area will be renamed Bagley Park. Warner Parks and 
Recreation applied for a Land and Water Conservation Grant to develop this 
park. The grant money was not available to us this year due to the low level of 
funding. However, Parks and Recreation was encouraged to reapply in 1992. 


"Kids in Action," the summer music theater program, had another successful 
season in 1991. Nearly 40 children participated in the three-week program, 
which culminated in two performances of "The Orb of Khaladar” before 
enthusiastic audiences. 


Although Steve Daigle will be stepping down as a Parks and Recreation 
Commissioner, he will be staying on as director of the summer theater program. 


Again, we'd like to thank everyone for their continued support.

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REPORT OF THE 
TOWN AND PRECINCT LAND STUDY COMMITTEE 


In July, the Warner Board of Selectmen appointed a committee to review 
Town and Village District owned lands and make recommendations as to their 
use and disposition. This report is a summary of the Committee's findings. The 
Committee looked at 45 parcels, not including cemeteries. The majority of Town 
and Precinct owned lands, the Chandler Reservation, Town Hall, fire station, 
Town shed, and sewage treatment plant, for example, must be retained in their 
present use. Several small parcels having no apparent usefulness were 
recommended to be offered for sale and returned to the tax rolls. The largest of 
these, the MacAllister lot, had already been placed on the market. A number of 
the properties examined by the Committee offer significant opportunities for the 
Town and are described below. 


In the spring of 1991, the Town filed deeds on six tax delinquent parcels of 
land totalling 906 acres, part of which was formerly known as Carriage Trail 
Acres. One of the parcels, 238 acres off East Sutton Road had been the site of a 
proposed recycling/dump facility. The remaining parcels are located along 
North Road and extend up toward Kearsarge Mountain. The largest parcel, 590 
forested acres east of North road, contains extensive wetlands and a large part of 
the drainage for Meadow Brook and French Brook. The Committee 
recommended that the majority of these tracts be retained by the Town and 
dedicated as a Town forest. Further study should be undertaken to identify the 
use of some land along North Road as potential building lots. A property survey 
and forest management plan were also recommended. 


During 1991, the Town also took possession of a 38-acre parcel between the 
Warner River and Route 103 below Braeside Apartments. While the parcel 
contains considerable wetlands which must be protected, the level fields are 
suitable for recreational use. The site also offers boating access to the river. The 
Committee recommends that the Town retain the property and develop it for 
recreation purposes, specifically for soccer fields and boat access to the river. 
Significant wetlands on the parcel should be protected as well. 


With regard to Village lands, the Committee recommended, and the District 
Commissioners endorsed, the proposal that four lots surrounding and including 
the Silver Lake reservoir be transferred to the Town for use as a recreational 
area. Initially, the 12 acres could be developed as a picnic area, with other uses to 
be considered by the Parks and Recreation Commission. 


The Committee's complete report is available from the Selectmen.

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CHANDLER RESERVATION COMMITTEE REPORT. 


The Chandler Reservation Committee has been working on various projects 
this year. They include the following: 


1. New Access Road off Bean Road 


This year the committee awarded a contract to construct a new access road to 
connect with an older road off Bean Road. This project is being cost shared with 
the Agriculture Stabilization and Conservation Service Program. It was started 
in August and was progressing well until wet soil conditions halted construction 
and the project was put on hold until 1992 when it is expected to be completed. 
This project will provide access to many acres of the reservation for timber 
management, fire protection and recreational activities. 


2. Wildlife Study 


The committee authorized a wildlife study to be done on the reservation 
property. Steve Lord, the consulting forester for the reservation, commissioned 
the services of the UNH Extension Service and the New Hampshire Fish and. 
Game Department. Their report is due within a month and a public presentation 
will be made. 


3. Tree Farm Certification 


The Town of Warner through the committee and its consulting forester made 
application to be certified as a New Hampshire Tree Farm. This was confirmed 
in October. Plans are being made to make some signs to be placed at various 
points along the frontage of the reservations. To the committee's knowledge, 
Warner is only the fourth town in Merrimack County to have a town-owned tree 
farm. There will be a dedication of this activity in 1992. 


4. Bio-mass Operation 


For the last two years, the committee had hoped to have a bio-mass operation 
take place on the parcel of land that contains the forestry demonstration area 
adjacent to the old ski tow. Weather and soil conditions did not permit that to 
happen and it is hoped that this project can take place in early 1992. The 
committee has also included a parcel off Bean Road to be included in this 
project. This additional area has been viewed as a highly positive activity by the 
county forester and also the wildlife study committee. 


5. Demonstration Area 


The committee has discussed the possibilities of expanding the 
demonstration-nature walk area to include a trail to the former tower on 
Chandler Mink. The trail is receiving considerable use as confirmed by 
observation and the number of requests for the handout information available at 
the town clerk's and selectmen's offices. The committee has heard of several 
favorable comments about this area. To this note the committee says thank you.

money to be obtained by a grant from the Office of State Planning and the State 
of New Hampshire. (Recommended by the Budget Committee and included in 
the Budget.) 
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19. To see if the Warner Village Water District will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $519,607 (Five Hundred Nineteen Thousand Six 
Hundred Seven Dollars) for the operation, maintenance and improvement of the 
District's water and sewerage systems, which sum represents the bottom line of 
the posted budget as recommended by the Budget Committee. 


20. To transact any other business that may legally come before the said 
meeting.

WARNER VILLAGE WATER DISTRICT 
COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


The Committee studying the termination of the District and assumption of its 
functions by the Town released its report in December, 1990. The Selectmen 
decided to put off consideration of this proposal for one year to give all citizens 
an opportunity to read the study committee report. 


The District completed the replacement of 1,600 feet of antiquated sewer line 
and water main on Kearsarge Street and the separation of storm water and 
sewage. This project was carried out in concert with the Town to develop new 
storm drains, granite curbing and brick sidewalk on the East side of the street. 
The District's improvements were carried out with a $168,000 federal grant 
received from the Office of State Planning. 


The District experienced several lightning strikes at the storage tank which 
damaged the water level control equipment. Improvements were made to the 
lightning arresters to prevent a recurrence. 


The Silver Lake Reservoir on North Village Road was discontinued this fall as 
a source of the precinct's water supply. The new well now provides the water to 
meet the District's demand. For the present the existing well on North Village 
Road serves as an emergency source. The District plans to submit a grant 
application for $350,000 to construct a new back-up well on the Flanders 
property along the Warner River. 


The Commissioners wish to take this opportunity to acknowledge the 
contribution made to the District by Marge Newman. Marge served as the first 
administrative assistant to the Commissioners from 1989 to 1991.
